The 
number (prior to the advent of four-letter calle) pertained te the 
geographic region of the country in which the station was licensed. The 
numbers began with | in the extreme NE and moved clockwise around the 
country to wind up with @ and 9 in the midwest and perth centrel states. 
The # district, not part of the original numericel scheme, wes edded 
later. Perhaps the most importent part of this system was the letter x 
Following the number. Only experimental stations were so designated. 
The last two letters were ususlly selected by the licensee...some For 
obvious reasons (like WEXDL for the fon Lee Srosdeesting Co)...others, 
like RCA’s W2XBS, spparently hed ne tie-in.

PLAYING WITH SWITCHES 


Not long ago, I had a setup with cable TV and antenna inputs, a 
movie channel from the box supplied by the cable company, and two 
VcR's. All of this was fed, through switches, to one TV set. To 
put the system together, I went to the trouble to buy gold-plated 
Connectors and crimp them professionally onto the shortest possible 
lengths of low-loss coax. The switches were a bunch of Radio Shack 
"High Isolation Video Switches." When it was all put together, it 
didn't work! The picture quality on several channels was bad; there 
was cross-channel interference everywhere, none he weak signals 
that I could normally get on the antenna were watchable, and one of 
the VCR's wouldn't even lock onto certain channels. (This Akai VCR 
would let you watch a channel for about 20 seconds before it would 
slowly drift off to some buzzy point between two adjacent channels.) 


Agter all this aggrivation, I eventually identified the switches as 
the source of my problems! 


So let's go in the lab and look at some RF switches. There are many 
types of RF switches. Many are implemented using PIN diodes, which 
are semiconductors which behave properly at RF, but can be biased 
“on” or "off" with a simple DC control voltage. These are used in 
all sorts of consumer gear to avoid having to use more costly mech— 
anical switching. Such switches can be expected to have an insertion 
loss of 1-2 dB when "on" and an isolation (that is, insertion los 
when “off") of 30-60 dB. They can typically operate across an 
octave or so of bandwidth, although there are diode switches that 
are carefully designed to work over 3 octaves of bandwidth, for 
example, 1-8 GHz. 


Properly designed mechanical switches exhibit typical insertion loss 
-of less than 0.5 dB and an isolation of easily more than 90 4B, over 
bandwidths from DC to microwave. (For example, certain types of 
microwave "coaxial" RF switches fitted with SMA connectors can 
operate from DC to 12 GHz.) Of course, with mechanical RF swit 
one doesn't have the ability to electrically or remotely control 
them unless some sort of magnetic actuator is designed as an attach- 
ment. And anything electromechanical will cost more to build and 
assemble than its all-electronic equivalent. 


A good RF switch must not just make or break a contact, however. 
Tt must also maintain an impedance match with the cables/lines 

connected to it. It must not interrupt the shielding provided by 
the braid of the coax cables which attach to its connectors. It 
should provide a matched termination (this can be as simple as a

75-ohm resistor) for all unused inpu Finally, th n contacts 
must be designed so that when "off," there is sufficient isolation. 
(Tf the switch wiper remains physically close to the live contact, 
coupling can occur and some RF will leak across the gap. With PIN 
diodes, the small physical structure has a capacitance which allows 
RF coupling, hence, diode switches have poorer specs than mechanical 
ones since it is impossible to make capacitance-free diodes.) 


So, back to the lab. I was bound and determined to find out what 

was wrong with my A/B switches. Well, the Radio Shack models 

15-1248 and 15-1249 are real duds! For starters, they aren't even 
ielded! The PC board has a set of standard slide switches, the 


normally use@ to switch battery power and audio signals, on a 

PC board having a ground plane. Blobs of excess solder wer 
ensure a good contact from the F-59 sockets to the 

metal on the board. This whole miserable assembly then goes inte 


a plastic case. In my setup T had two of these switches located 
next to each other; no wonder so much signal was leaking into 

I used a power meter and a sweep generator to test 
of the 3-way sw 


ch exactly as it comes from the store:

I also checked insertion loss, and found it to be about 0.5dB at 
100 MHz, rising to 2.3dB at 470MHz, and still rising to 3.54B at 


900 MHz. This is not 


a properly 


designed RF switch!!! 


Amazingly, the less expensive switches soid by R.S. (and not =dver- 
tised as high isolation) are much much better. At least this model 
is completely shielded in a pot metal case (an external black plast 
covering is just for looks). The 15-1247, at $4.99, checks out as 
follows:

General Instruments make a very nice A/B switch, model DCS-A/B, which 
is sold by a lot of shops (including Hosfelt Electronics of Steuben— 
ville, OH, for $4.95). Its performance figures are very similar to 
the R.S. model checked out above, except that its port-to-port 
isolation exceeds 100dB across the range from 100 to 600 Miz. If you 
don't have switches at least as good as this in your DX system, get 
rid of them right now! (and report all your new loggings to the VUD.} 


Never use a switch with less than 75-80 dB isolation in a DX or your 
family's TV setup. Any switch you use should be completely encased 
in metal (preferably cast metal, the type doesn't matter). This 
metal will usually have a plastic case over it for appearance. 

Good, metal-encased switches will be heavy in your hand, having a 
noticable "heft" to them. AVOID any switch having pushbuttons 

(gor example, those by Channel Master)--these are usually poorly 
designed and inherently low in isolation and high in insertion loss. 


That's it for this time. The number 3 at the start of this article 
is meant to suggest that this is a continuing series of equipment 
reviews. Parts 1&2 appeared in the April ‘91 VUD.

Sorry at this time 1 really have no FM DX to report, but if I may I'd like to talk about 
the fact that the 110 khz filters are in stock at Digikey. Last week (today is 10/20/91), 

I finally received the 110 khz filters from Digikey, after a 3 month wait. It was worth the 
wait. I had the opportunity Tast year to use ONE 110 khz filter thanx to Bi11 Burrows, who, 
kindly sent one up this way via Murata. Buty as most of you know Murata, at the time, had the 
policy of high minimum order (you needed to buy 250 filters for a minimum). But with Digikey 
there is no minimum, I now have several to play around with, and here is a comparison test 
between TWO of almost same Audiovox car radios. Both of course are analog. 


Subject: Audiovox car radio (s), both AFC defeated. One radio is a plain AM/FM Stereo and 
the other one is a AN/FM Stereo & track. Both have seen better days. But check this out! 


Both radios at my house connected up to a 12 volt pewer supply and to a Radio Shack 6 element 


antenna, w/rotor @ 80 ft with a 10 db post amp. 12 miles from NYC. 


Radio #1 with Two 110 khz filters 
gets all available adjacents, despite 
it only has two filters, sound quality 
distorted somewhat, best described as 
subdued sound, Amazing selectivity! 
Gets WRCH 100.5 Pointed right at WHUD 
100.7 & next to Z-100 (100.3). No spla~ 
tter noticed at all on other sandwich 
tests, Sensitivity seems a bit down 
but not a major problem really, the 
adjacents are very quiet, so maybe 
this gives the effect of loss of sen- 
sitivity. Was able to remain splash 
free when WOGL 98.1 Philly faded, 

this was adjacent to WSKQ 97.9 NYC 
and WKIY 98.3.  WHEM 95.3 faded 

and no splash from 95.5 WPLJ & WRKI 
95.1. I highly recommend this set up 
and I would say use this with a 10 db 
car amp, You will have no problem with 
selectivity at all, and driving around 
you'll be able to pick off that weak 
tropo station with ease. The subdued 
sound quality could pose a problem 
though, To me its more than worth it. 
If you live with many strong semi- 
locals and close locals, this would 
work better than the 150/110.

Pointed at WHUD 100.7 it could not get

Reading, adjacents with no problem, but for the 
“real sandwich situations" it had problems. 
Sound quality sounded better, and it seemed 

to be more sensitive. But when the signal 
faded on the adjacents, some splash, not major 
though, was noted, WOGL had some minor splash 
when the signal went into fades. This radio mod- 
~ified with the 110 and 150 khz filters would 
be really good during a E-skip opening and 
would do very good during a trop opening and 
would excell al] around and the sound quality 
makes it a plus but there could be some problem 
as you could miss a station or a couple due to 
the " sandwich problem". Could this set up 
work for you? How bad is your area? If you live 
a dozen miles from the transmitters, this will 
work fine. If you must get every station that 
is out there then use the 110/110 setup. 


Still this is a darn good setup! 


This comparison test is not scientific, but it should be a good guide nontheless. 

If you are considering using a Digital car radio, get a Kenwood model 430. Rich Shaftan 
modified his radio with the 150's and says he gets WSTW 93.7 Wilmington,Delaware ...on the 
George Washington Bridge!

The gain of both antennas 
should then be fairly equal. 


Why am I camping out on 93.5 looking for meteor scatter? The only state in the 
east I have never heard is Delaware. WZBH "The Beach" in Georgetown, DE on this 
frequency is my only hope. I'm hoping that WZBH is on the air 24 hours a day. If 
it is not, will someone please be kind enough to send me a postcard and inform me? 
As one can see, I keep getting Key West, FL by NS on 93.5 - aix times to be exact. 


This has to be the poorest fall tr season I've ever seen. There has been no good 
reception as in previous years. Most recent loggings have been stations new to the 
air in this part of the midwest. Perhaps some December Es will find some antennas. 


The new "Hoosier 96," WHHH Indy, on 96 dot 3 (as their DJ's announce it), began 
broadcasting 24 hours on Monday, October 28 at 0600. I set my alarm clock and got 
up for their first official s/on and announcements which were taped. WHEE has a 
temporary antenna system atop the Bank One building in downtown Indy. The perma- 
nent antenna array should be ready for use sometime in November. The signal does 
not get out real well at fifty miles. I can easily get Chicago, Columbus, OH, and 
even Detroit and Murfreesboro, TN at times. On a car radio WHHH is barely audible 
here. Their music is a mix of top 40, as well as older dance music. Sounds as if 
they are looking for a young audience. The station manager and DJ's are all Indy 
people who have previously worked at other stations there.

‘M stations, call letters and {facilities from Canada 
Atter spending most of a whole week going through the 
data, they are all punched in and ready for the new FM 
Atlas, which I am working on concurrently with this 
column. The new Atlas should be ready in January or 
February, and you can advance order at $12 including 
shipping (same price as last edition). I won't have room
